President Taft

Secretary of 
State Knox spent large sums of money 
for the above mentioned purpose, and 
when Mr. Hamlin, as chairman ot" th0 
Committee on1 Expenditures in - the 
State Department, asked 
how 
the 


money was spent he was denied all 
information. 


"'We couldn't possibly give you any 


interrelation as to these expenditures," 
declared Mr. Tatt and Mr. Knox, in 
chorus. 
"Couldn't possibly think of 


it! You see these expenditures weie 
made under a statute which permits 
us to withhold all 
details 
on the 


ground that it might involve us in 
trouble with foreign nations!" 


Mr. Harnlin. said he found that the 


State Department spent $125.000 se- 
cretly every year, and he declared it 
was ridiculous to assert that some of 
the things for which this money was 
spent "might involve us 
in. trouble 


with foreign nations." 


"We, of cour&e, do not know," said 


Mr. Hamlin, "whether the $10,000 ex- 
penditure, ^.authorized by secret certi- 
ficate, of President, for participation 
in. the celebration of the discovery of 
.Lake Champlain was spent for 
the 


purpose for which it was appropriated 
or not, but I suspect that in all hu- 
man probability this $10,000 was spent 
in paying railroad fare, hotel 
bills, 


automobile hire, banquettings, wine, 
etc. 
, 


"To permit any man, even though 


he be the president of the United 
States, to spend an average of $339 45 
of the people's money each and every 
day of the year, without 
compelling 


him to account to anybody as to how, 
and for what purpose he expended 
this money, does not accord with my 
idea of properly guarding the treas 
ury."

difference in the time of the pay 
ment of the excise tax and an in 
crea.se in the total of that tax as 
well, one ot" the largest cash bal- 
ances

shown in the annual report piepared 
by State Auditor Fullington. But for 
the fact that approximately appro- 
priations of $6,000,000 have net yet 
been paid, the total would be still 
greater. 


The balance in the treasury Nov. 


15, 1911, according to the report, is 
$3,768,116.37, compared 
with

663,167.33 in 1910, showing a gain 
of $134,949.04.

293.01 and disbursements were $12,- 
932,343.97. 
The 
unexpended bal-

Although 
estimates

from all sources for 1912 ai e ?16,- 
996,216.37, or less 
than 
the esti- 


mate of total disbursements for next 
year, which are $17,227,780.19, it 
does 
not 
necessarily 
follow that 


theie will be a deficit, according to 
the report. 
The estimated deficit ot 


$231,569 82 may not only be 
re- 


duced, but a condition 
wholly 
as 


satis!actory as that shown by the re- 
port for the present fiscal year may 
result. 
It is aiguod that a cutting 


down 
of 
disbursements in ono de- 


partment would 
overbalance those 


figures and convert them 
to 
the 


other side of the ledger.
